It is Known talnclude Geld. Silver, Dia- 
monds Coal, Asbestos and Cryolite. 


Although the region surrounding the 
north pole has so far presented a condition 
of dismal defiance to the peering curiority of 
men, enough has been gathered concerning 
its mineral resources to establish the fact 
that in those inhospitable surroundings 
bature has stored her weaith must lavishly. 
Far within the arctic ciicle fine veins of 
bituminous coai have been seen. Isinzlass 


stone abounds, and there can hardiy be a 


doubt but that underneath the perpetual 
ice cap might be found a plentiful supply of 
the precious metal, The Alaskan rivers 
and streams give evidence of auriferous 
abundance, and the Asraticand European 
polar approuches also furnish these indica- 
tions, 


Despite the intense cold which prevails | 


over all the approaches to the pole during 
the greater portion of the year, it 13 evi-
